ased to stand for long hours in 

@ big Boston candy factory dip- 
ping chocolates, to the principal of 
her own Candy College, where s80- 
clety women come to learn the art of 
creating their own French bon->Sons 
for teas; where business girls, too, 
come to learn the secrets of ntut- 
fudges, and where some of the big- 
cest candy manufacturers in New 
York have enrolled to discover what 
it is that makes hand-fashioned can- 
dies more popular than factory- 
made confections, is the romantic 
story of Mrs. Elinor Hanns of 
Brooklyn. It is the story of a dream 
which came true. 


“You see, my twin sister and I 
started out together when we wore 
very young, as chocolate diprers,” 
Mrs. Hanna says. “A day in a fac- 
tory is a long, long time, and if you 
didn’t have something to drean 
ahout it would.be very dreary. So 
we used to build air castles about 4 
business 2ll our own. At first we 
were going to be foreladies in a fac- 
tory and tell all the girls what they 
must do. Then later we became 
more ambitious and we planned that 
some day we were going to own & 
whole big factory and even tell fore- 
ladies what they must do. But as 
we stayed longer in the business and 
worked in various departments we 
learned all of the candy makervy’ se- 
crets, and it was then that we begun 
to dream about having a_ school 
where we could teach other girls and 
women so they tould make candles 
and reap some of the profits that 
we found for the candy makef.” 
Mrs. Hanna's twin sister, Mrs. 
Ella M. Brown, has also realized her 
dream and now conducts a candy 
college in Boston, similar to the 
Brooklyn college. 

“It is a very fascinating study.” 
Mrs. Hanna said. “It ts so simple 
that almost anyone can master the 
art, but sugar is temperamental, and 
in order to be successful one must 
have a formula as accurate as a 
druggist’s prescription. 

That was where the sisters found 
their first difficulty when they be- 
gan their own business. The formu- 
lag which they had learned were 
factory size and had to be reduved 
‘o small quantities which women 
could handle in their own kitchens. 
And aside from reducing the quanti- 
ties, they wished to work out fiuvor- 
ing and coloring compounds which

Ways You Can Prepare Plants for Winter L 


costly as fall‘weather begins to 

change to wintry blasts, and so 
those who appreciate greenery about 
the house should make preparations 
ahead of time. Bulbs, perhaps, of- 
fer the best opportunity for easy in- 
door gardening, as they may be 
tucked into pots holding one, two, 
four or six for the fern dish, and 
then may be placed in the cellar, in 
the dark, for three or more weeks 
to root. They will mature in the 
cellar window if it is sunny, and 
may be watered and watched there, 
then when at the blooming point 
may be brought upstairs, where they 
will remain in bloom for two or 
three weeks if the steam heat does 
not affect them. 

Some bulbs, such as water hya- 
cinths, may be grown in tall, colored 
glasses or in bowls and pebbles, 
which the roots get hold of to keep 
them standing upright when the leaf 
spikes and blossoms come. 


A Few Hardy Plants. 

A window box containing a half- 
dozen cactus plants is always inter- 
esting to watch. For months the 
plants will show no sign of growth, 
then all of a sudden a mysterious 
bud will appear, and a flower will 
result, coming at a point where it 
is least expected, on the side or end 
of a leaf. Cactus plants require very 
little care, but they must be well 
protected from frost and they re- 
quire but little water. 

A box of nasturtiums raised from 
the seed is a veritable glimpse of 
sunshine on.a dark, frosty day. Nas- 
turtiums need a sunny window safe 
from frost and also plenty of water. 
The result of this care will be a pro- 
fusion of blossoms. The dwarf va- 
riety do best and are the least in the 
way. Pick-the flowers if you want 
to have them continue to bloom. 

Yotted palms should be set in a 
pail of water twice a week and kept 
there until the pot, itself, is thor- 
oughly soaked. Do not let the water 
overrun the top of the pot, as the 
plant will draw through the hole 
in the bottom all the water it needs.
